Valerie Meyerson, Library Di- 
rector, states, “We are very ‘art- 
centric,’ which is very unique for 
a local library. We offer a lot of 
local art in the library building, 
and that includes art that has 


been donated, a permanent his- 
torical photo exhibit and a rotat- 
ing art exhibit in our community 
room foyer. Once a month we 
present an artist in action, where 
the artist sets up in the foyer and 
people can watch as they create 
and ask questions.” 

Other art and music related 
presentations at the Charlevoix 
Public Library include an annual 
Bergmann Center art show, a 
Youth Craft Fair, a monthly folk 
concert, jazz concerts throughout 
the summer and a holiday jazz 
concert. 

The Charlevoix Public Library 
is very community-oriented, with 
several programs geared toward 
local schools and home schoolers. 
Meyerson relates, “We also host 
the farmers market all winter 
long starting in November and 
we book 40 to 50 meetings a 
month for various community 
groups. We have been very in- 
volved with Leadership 
Charlevoix County and ‘smart 
commute;’ a week long initiative 
to bring awareness of the bene- 
fits of commuting.” 

The Charlevoix Public Library 
is located at 220 West Clinton 
Street in Charlevoix. The facility

Goodwill Retail & Distribution Centers in Petoskey and Gaylord

It is a well-recognized name that 
symbolizes services and programs 
that provide a means for people in 
need to get back on their feet and 
regain their treasured independ- 
ence. Goodwill has been around 
since 1902, when a Boston area 
Methodist Minister named Rev. 
Edgar Helms began collecting 
used household goods and cloth- 
ing, and hired those who were 
down on their luck to mend and 
repair those goods for resale. Here 
in Northern Michigan, Goodwill 
opened their doors at Asgard En- 
terprises in 1972, and today the 
non-profit organization offers vo- 
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cational, housing, transportation, 
nutritional and family strengthen- 
ing programs across the region. 

Goodwill also continues to offer 
gently used clothing, household 
items, books, home décor acces- 
sories and more at their Retail and 
Donation Centers. In our area, 
centers are located in Petoskey 
and Gaylord, employing a total of 
34 people, utilizing proceeds from 
sales at each location to help sup- 
port programs throughout North- 
ern Michigan that help people 
overcome barriers to independ- 
ence. 

“Part of our business model is 
also being ‘green,’” observes Ruth 
Blick, Director of Marketing and 


Communications for Goodwill In- 
dustries of Northern Michigan. 
“Everything that is donated to our 
stores is either reduced, reused or 
recycled. Items that come in that 
don’t meet quality standards go 
thru our salvage program. We are 
also in partnership with Dell Re- 
connect and we accept all types of 
computer equipment and recycle 
those items. Many people don’t 
realize that a computer monitor 
can contain up to a pound of lead. 
We are able to safely recycle those 
units.” 

Goodwill also recycles metal 
items, cardboard, purses, belts, 
shoes, books and clothing. The 
gently used items on the sales 


floor follow a rotation model 
where they are on display for four 
weeks a regular price, then half- 
off for a week, then reduced per 
item to 99-cents for adult sizes and 
49-cents for children sizes, and 
those items are finally recycled if 
not sold. 

“So there are always items at 
sale prices when someone visits 
our store,” observes Ruth Blick. 
“People want to see different items 
on display when they visit us. 
Thousands of items are regularly 
coming in and going out of our 
stores.” 

Submitting items for donation is 
easy. Each location has a drive up 
donation center, open 7 days a 


week, and members of the Good- 
will team will happily unload 
items from the donator’s vehicle. 

The 6,000 square foot Goodwill 
Retail and Donation Center at 1361 
Pineview Drive in Gaylord is man- 
aged by Jessica McDowell, and is 
open Monday through Saturday 
from 9am to 7 pm, and Sunday 
from 1lam until 6 pm. The 6,700 
square foot Goodwill Retail and 
Donation Center at 1600 Anderson 
Road in Petoskey is managed by 
Jan Henderson, and is open Mon- 
day through Saturday from 9 am 
to 8 pm, and Sunday from 1lam 
until 6 pm.

Safety Tips

Halloween is one of the most 
enjoyable annual celebrations for 
kids of all ages. It’s the biggest 
costume party of the year, an op- 
portunity to greet those smiling 
faces of neighborhood children at 
the front door, and of course, nary 
a sweet tooth goes unsatisfied. A 
happy Halloween is a safe Hal- 
loween, so here are a few tips to 
help ensure this October 31st is 
the best Halloween ever. 

The American Academy of Pe- 
diatrics (AAP) points out that cos- 
tumes should be bright and 
reflective. Make sure that shoes 
fit well and that costumes are 
short enough to prevent tripping, 
entanglement or contact with 
flame (though costumes should be 
non-flammable). 

Consider adding reflective tape 
or striping to costumes and trick- 
or-treat bags for greater visibility. 
Glow Sticks, Glow Stick bracelets 
and small flashlights are acces- 
sories that also help raise a 
child’s visibility in the dark. Be- 
cause masks can limit or block 
eyesight, consider non-toxic 
makeup and decorative hats as 
safer alternatives. Hats should fit 


properly to prevent them from 
sliding over eyes. 

If a sword, cane, or stick isa 
part of your child’s costume, 
make sure it is not sharp or too 
long. Teach children how to call 
9-1-1 (or their local emergency 
number) if they have an emer- 
gency or become lost. 

The AAP also notes that to keep 
homes safe for visiting trick-or- 
treaters, residents should remove 
from the porch and front yard 
anything a child could trip over 
such as garden hoses, toys, bikes 
and lawn decorations. They 
should also check outdoor lights 
and replace burned-out bulbs, wet 
leaves should be swept from side- 
walks and steps, and please re- 
strain pets so they do not 
inadvertently jump on or bite a 
trick-or-treater. 

A few AAP tips for making the 
neighborhood rounds on Hal- 
loween evening; 

@ A parent or responsible adult 
should always accompany young 
children while trick-or-treating. 
@ If your older children are 
going alone, plan and review the 
route that is acceptable to you. 
Agree on a specific time when 
they should return home. 


H Only go to homes with a porch 
light on and never enter a home 
or car for a treat. 

Because pedestrian injuries are 
the most common injuries to chil- 
dren on Halloween, remind trick- 
or treaters to: 

H Stay in a group and communi- 
cate where they will be going. 

M@ Carry acell phone for quick 
communication. 

H@ Remain on well-lit streets and 
always use the sidewalk. 

i If no sidewalk is available, 
walk at the far edge of the road- 
way facing traffic. 

H@ Never cut across yards or use 
alleys. 

HM Only cross the street asa 
group in established crosswalks 
(as recognized by local custom). 
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Never cross between parked cars 
or out driveways. 
H@ Don’t assume the right of way. 
Motorists may have trouble spot- 
ting trick-or-treaters. Just be- 
cause one car stops, doesn’t mean 
others will! 
@ Law enforcement authorities 
should be notified immediately of 
any suspicious or unlawful activ- 
ity 

Of course, Halloween means 
lots and lots of candy and treats. 
A good meal prior to parties and 
trick-or-treating will discourage 
youngsters from filling up on Hal- 
loween treats. Also; 
@ Consider purchasing non-food 
treats for those who visit your 
home, such as coloring books or 
pens and pencils. 


H Wait until children are home 
to sort and check treats. 

@ Though tampering is rare, a 
responsible adult should closely 
examine all treats and throw 
away any spoiled, unwrapped or 
suspicious items. 

H@ The Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC) recom- 
mends eating only 
factory-wrapped treats. Avoid eat- 
ing homemade treats unless you 
know the cook well. 

It’s also a very good idea to ra- 
tion treats for the days following 
Halloween. Let’s see; three for the 
trick-or-treater, one for me...

The corporation has a 
long history with the city. 
Their first permit to con- 
struct a hotel and condo- 
minium development witha 
marina was issued in 2004. 
When it expired another 
was issued in 2006. Con- 
struction of a marina bath- 
house finally started in 
October of 2007, but city of- 
ficials halted the effort in 
the spring of 2008 when the 
work did not meet approved 
building plans. 

The second zoning permit 
expired in May of 2011 fol- 
lowing three years of inac- 
tivity and in August, the 
city’s Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals refused to renew it for 
lack of progress. On Sept. 1, 
2011, Devlon filed an appeal 
to that decision in 
Charlevoix County’s 33rd 
Circuit Court, which still 
has not been resolved. 

The term “brownfield 
site” means real property; 
the expansion, redevelop- 
ment, or reuse of which 
may be complicated by the 
presence or potential pres- 
ence of a hazardous sub- 
stance, pollutant, or 
contaminant. Devlon is still 
seeking brownfield dollars 
to help remediate the envi- 
ronmental pollution from a 
long-gone lumber mill, 
nearby iron plant and other 
industrial manufacturing 
and its affiliated toxic sol- 
vents that leaked into the 
ground. 

“One possible use for the 
site could be a joint 


public/private marina in- 
volving the city, MDEQ and 
Michigan Waterways Com- 
mission,” said VandeWyn- 
gearde. 

The attorney is concerned 
about submitting an appli- 
cation to the Waterways 
Commission by an April 1st 
deadline. “We are only in 
the conceptual stage. We 
don’t want to spin our 
wheels if the city isn’t be- 
hind this,” he said. 

Devlon needs permits in 
place in order to apply for 
the designation. “It’s our 
understanding that there’s a 
lot of available dollars 
through the Waterways 
Commission,” said Van- 
deWyngearde. Mayor 
Grunch said that he recom- 
mends that the matter be re- 
ferred to staff for further 
review and no other discus- 
sion was held. 

“This is a good sign that 
the parties are communicat- 
ing,” said Jim Bauman, Ex- 
ecutive Director at Boyne 
Area Chamber of Com- 
merce.

PM. The City Commission 
Work Session is scheduled

Banks Township Completes 
Roads Under Budget

ELLSWORTH—Board 
members discussed two road 
projects the township com- 
pleted this year that came in 
under budget, the pros and 
cons of the 911 millage anda 
public hearing on changes 
and the possible closing of 
the Ellsworth Post Office at 
the October 22 meeting of 
the Banks Township Board 
of Trustees. 

The resurfacing of 
Lakeshore Drive and Pleas- 
ant Hill Drive is now com- 
plete and the total costs of 
the projects were more than 
$17,000 under the projected 
budget. Pleasant Hill was 
$6,684 less than bid and 
Lakeshore was $10,840 under 
the bid estimate when com- 
pleted. Board members are 
considering using the un- 
spent $17,524 Road Fund 
funds on either Dennis Rd or 
the Essex curve. Paving 
four-tenths of a mile of Den- 
nis Rd to the top of the hill 
would avoid inevitable ero- 
sion brought on by a nearby 
creek and may qualify for a 
fifty-fifty US fish and wildlife 
grant to assist with the cost. 
Essex Road is quoted as 
being one of the worst in the 
county but is not the town- 
ship’s responsibility. A great 
deal of discussion was held 
on the intersection and 
whether township funds 
should be put into county 
roads. The discussion has 
been carried over to the No- 
vember meeting. 

Antrim County Sheriff 
Dan Bean distributed a fact 
sheet on the county’s pro- 
posed millage to levy a .5 mil 
to maintain the 911 Emer- 
gency Telephone and Dis- 
patch System. The millage 
would save most taxpayers 
in the county who are paying 
$1.97 each month per phone 
or any device that can dial 
out. For example, the aver- 
age household has two 
phones and is therefore 
charged an annual sur- 
charge of $70.92. More de- 
vices mean greater 
surcharge totals. The aver- 
age household taxable value 
is $80,000 making the pro- 
posed millage total $40 annu- 


ally. The millage is esti- 
mated to generate $837,070 
for the Antrim County emer- 
gency system which is 
higher than surcharges pro- 
vide. While churches, 
schools and other non-prof- 
its would be exempt from the 
millage because they don’t 
pay taxes, seasonal home- 
owners who have their pri- 
mary residence elsewhere 
are presently paying nothing 
for the service and would 
now be contributing to it and 
because of the way the mill- 
age is structured. Farmers 
would be paying an abnor- 
mally high percentage of the 
generated revenue. 

The results of surveys 
sent out at the end of Sep- 
tember will be discussed at a 
public hearing on November 
7 at 5:00 PM. at the Banks 
Township Hall. The surveys 
were distributed by the 
postal service asking resi- 
dents to choose one of four 
options for the future of the 
post office. 

To keep the office open 
based on actual office work 
load which would mean that 
hours would be reduce from 
seven and a quarter to six 
hours weekdays and stay the 
same on Saturday or

Doomed Program restored and full state 
funding for over 200 at-risk youth 


Jimmie Jones from the Michigan Youth Chal- 
leNGe Academy (MYCA) is hosting an orientation 
for the January class at the Grayling National 
Guard Armory on October 27th at 10:00 AM. The 
goals of the orientation are to familiarize new ap- 
plicants with the ChalleNGe Program and to fill 
the largest class since 2009. 

The Academy was removed from the 2010 state 
budget. However, it was able to survive on less 
than half of its original funding through negotia- 
tions. The State Legislature and Governor’s Office 
approved the Program for 1.5 Mil for the Fiscal 
year 2013, which will enable the MYCA to return 
to its previous size of over 200 accepted applicants 
per class. 

The Michigan Youth ChalleNGe Academy is a 
22-week resident course designed to help high 
school dropouts or at-risk youth earn a GED or 
high school diploma, improve life skills, and gain 
employment in a military-style environment. In 
addition to 400 hours of classroom instruction, 
students receive leadership skills, self-discipline, 
and physical and vocational training. They also 
perform a minimum of 40 hours of Service to 
Community while earning fifteen college credit 
hours through Kalamazoo Valley Community Col- 
lege. 

The Program is administered by the Michigan 
National Guard and is open to any 16 to 18 year old 
Michigan high school dropout without a felony 
conviction. There is no cost to participate and no 
obligation to join the military.
